The Bauhaus School of Archi­ 
tecture and Design was described 
by Mrs. Donald Lovett as the 
“century’s most important exper­ 
iment in design education” when 
she presented an illustrated pro­ 
gram on “ Artistry in Industry” 
at Tuesday's Phidian Art Club 
meeting in Loveland Community 
House. 


The 
Bauhaus 
or 
“ House 
of 
Building.” was originated in 1919 
by Walter Gropius in Weimar, 
Germany. 
Gropius, 
who 
taught 
that the designer's first obliga­ 
tion was to his client, succeeded 
through a humanistic approach in 
making architecture and design 
into social arts. Prior to the es­ 
tablishment of the school, he had 
shown his unusual talent in de­ 
signing the Fagus factory in 1911 
and the factory for the Werkbund 
Exhibition in 1914. 


Combining design and construc­ 
tion methods not fully developed 
until the 19 30's, Gropius defended 
standardization as a criterion for 
a polite and well-ordered society. 
His school did not set “ style,” 
but had a revitalizing influence 
on design and promoted creativ­ 
ity leading to new’ attitudes to­ 
ward life. 


The school, where only the best 
students completed the program 
of both practical and formal in­ 
struction, combined the qualities 


of art. technology and business, 
land Gropius was interested only 
| in evolving the best design pos­ 
sible for mass production and el­ 
iminating artistry as something 
applied to building. 


Marcel Breuer, who introduced I 
i tubular steel for furniture in 19 25,1 
; was among the school's outstand­ 
ing instructors, and others were 
Josef Albers, design; Herbert Bay­ 
er, print workshop, and Laszlo 
Moholy-Nagy, 
metal 
workshop. 
I All but .Albers left the school when 
Gropius resigned in 1928 because 
J 
school administrative work pre­ 
vented the development of his 
architectural practice. 


He was succeeded by Hannes 
Meyer, who described architecture 
as a “ social activity,” and felt 
that all persons should be politi­ 
cally committed. .After two years 
of intolerance, Meyer was asked 
to resign in 1930, and the new’ di­ 
rector, Mies van der Rohe, con­ 
tributed his 
desire for clarity, 
order and quality by demanding 
the highest possible stand aid s. 


Although politics had been el-1 
iminated from the school, it was 
closed by the German Gestapo in 
1933. and its influence was brought 
to the United States by most of j 
the teachers who found positions 
in this country.
